A bigdrapery store in Cork was wrecked yesterday by the 
explosion of bomb. Similar bombs were aed in attacks upon 
troops and police. The military patrol whieh proceeded to the spot 
aiter the explosion was fired on and returned the fire.

Tha number of alleged reprisals ia few, and the damage done has

was that seven versons were injored, two seriously. 
scattered when a military armoured-car arrived on the scene and 
all is quiet to-day.

BICKVELDT BOER LOYALTY. 


Bloemfontein, Sept. 27. 
The Dutch Congress held to achieve reunion between the 
Nationalists favouring secession from the Empire and the Govern- 
ment party failed to effect a rapproachment owing to the former 
insisting on their programme. 


Nevertheless a striking and unexpected result of this remarkable 
Congress has been to strengthen trust and secure closer friendship 
Sweep tha loyal Dutch and the English than ever before. It 
transpires that cambers of backveldt Boers who fought the longest in 
the South Atcha war were the staunchest advocates against tearing 
up the constffution. They showed unswerving loyalty to their pro- 
mises to bury the hatchet. A typical utterance of an excaped rebel 
was that England had redeemed her pledges, so they should stand by 
the constitution and if anybody tried to pall down the British fag 
his rife would be raised in its defence. The English-speaking South 
African press is most evlogistic as regards the dignified loyalty of 
these typical Boers and opine that it will lead to closer co-operation 
and harmony between the two races. .

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THE AMERICAN SHIPPING ACT. 


hes arisen.in the American merchant 
marine question. by the refusal of President Wilson to annul the 
Commercial Treaties with foreign Powers, a step which would be 
necessary were the oew Merchant Shipping Act to be put into 
operation. That Act, as is known, involves the taxation of goods 
carried in foreign ships, and in order to legalise such taxation the 
existing commercial arrangements between the United States and 
foreign Powers would of necessity have to berevised. Whatever 
action President Wilson had taken in the matter would have 
brought him » fair measure of criticism, for, on the one hand, thare 
arf interests whieh would like American shipping to ba given the 
_ advantages planned by the sponsors of the Act, whilst, on the other, 
there are those who are far-seeing enough to realise that legislation 
of this type invites foréign retaliation. Thas we need not be sar- 
prised to learn that President Wilson’s refusal to annul the Treaties 
has bean vehomently denounced by some shippers whilst otbers 
approve of what be bas dore. . 
‘American opinion bas been very divided on the question of the 
* expediency and tho justice of legislation of the character embodied 
in this Act. Apart from possible retaliation, it bas been urged 
in some quarters that America would only injore har own interests 
by enforcing so enactment of this order, and that there are other 
and far better means of building up _& merchant marine adequate to 
the needs of the country. To come fairly close home, 
if we are to judg by the Manils papers there is considerable opposi- 
tion felt againat the Act in the Philippines, and expecially agains! 
the provisions eiming to sbut foreign shipping out of the inter-island 
trade. We have oven heard it said that some Americans in Manila 
hold that that opposition is the result of British propagands, though 
what good basis there is for the belief we cannot imagine. In any 
case, America or any other country’ cannot complain of British dis- 


crimination in regard to coastal shipping, for the simple reason 
To take the Straits Settlements and. India as 
typical of our general policy, American vessels area just as free to 
indalge in the coastal trade as are British boats. And the same can
